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Service  for  Education:  The  Elizabethtown  Auxiliary,  1956-2006

UW  That  will  the  women  do  for  the  College?” 

W In  1956,  this  question  was  posed  to  the  Elizabeth' 
town  College  Board  of  Trustees  by  Ethel  Wenger  74,  the 
newest  member  of  the  Board  and  its  only  female.  Wenger  pro- 
vided her  own  answer  to  the  question,  founding  The  Women’s 
Auxiliary  to  Elizabethtown  College  that  same  year.  In  the  half 
century  since  it  began,  the  Auxiliary  has  sponsored  community- 
building  and  fundraising  events,  including  banquets,  bazaars, 

Pops  Concerts,  dinner-theater  parties  and  even  a fashion 
show  and  a symposium  on  women’s  roles.  In  these  five 
decades,  the  Auxiliary  has  raised  more  than  $290,000  for 
the  College,  contributing  annual  gifts  for  classrooms,  campus 
facilities,  student  scholarships  and  even  a sterling  silver  tea 
and  coffee  service.  Because  of  its  generous  support  of  the 
College,  the  organization  was  recognized  with  membership 
in  the  Alpha  Society  and  inclusion  on  the  Donor  Wall, 
which  is  housed  in  Baugher  Student  Center. 

This  fall — in  its  50th  and  final  year  of  service — the 
Auxiliary  will  be  honored  with  the  Educate  for  Service  Award 
at  the  College’s  annual  Educate  for  Service  dinner,  which  is 
slated  for  October  27. 


In  1956,  Ethel  Wenger  '24 — the  newest  and  only  female  member  of  the 
Elizabethtown  College  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time — asked,  "What  will 
the  women  do  for  the  College?"  That  year,  she  provided  her  own  answer 
by  founding  the  Elizabethtown  College  Auxiliary. 

A Humble  Beginning  for  an  Elizabethtown 
College  Champion 

Assisted  by  the  wife  and  daughters  of  former  College  president 
A.C.  Baugher,  Wenger  convened  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Women’s  Auxiliary  (as  it  was  then  called)  in  March  17,  1956.  At 
their  first  gathering,  the  1 1 charter  members  joined  around  the 
kitchen  table  at  Wenger’s  house  in  Harrisburg  to  discuss  how 
they  could  support  the  College.  Those  members  included:  Ruth 
Baldwin,  Ella  Booz  Baugher  ’35,  Louise  Baugher  Black  ’46  (sec- 
retary), Kathleen  Baugher  Bryer  ’49,  Margaret  Miller  Cassel  ’38, 
Charlotte  Glasmire  Garman  ’41,  Hilda  Gibbel  ’37,  Vera  Hack- 
man  75,  Dorothy  Booz  Minnich  ’32,  Esther  Gish  Musser  75, 
Esther  Zug  Papson  ’36  (treasurer),  L.  Anna  Schwenk  72, 

Shirley  Warner  Seldomridge  ’53  and  Wenger  (president). 

According  to  the  Auxiliary’s  original  constitution,  the  goals 
of  the  organization  were  “to  build  a fellowship  of  women  inter- 
ested in  Elizabethtown  College  and  in  higher  education  for 
women.’’  One  of  Wenger’s  first  actions  as  president  was  to  inau- 
gurate a membership  drive,  with  an  annual  fee  of  $1  or  a life- 
time membership  for  $25.  Wenger  asked  the  charter  members 
to  recruit  ten  members  each  from  among  their  friends  and 
neighbors,  and  to  encourage  each  of  these  to  invite  ten  more. 
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One  of  the  Auxiliary's  earliest  traditions  was  an  annual  bazaar  held  each 
Homecoming  Day.  The  bazaar  was  one  of  many  fundraising  events  the 
organization  hosted  on  behalf  of  the  College. 


In  addition  to  raising  funds,  the  Auxiliary  also  sought 
to  build  a sense  of  community  on  campus.

of  the  featured  performers  through  the 
years  have  included  the  conductor  of  the 
United  States  Air  Force  Band  and  Carolyn 
Black,  Miss  Pennsylvania  1979  and  the 
daughter  of  Auxiliary  charter  member 
Louise  Baugher  Black.  In  its  25  years,  the 
Elizabethtown  Pops  Concerts  generated 
$77,000  in  revenue  for  the  College. 

Through  the  years,  the  Auxiliary 
has  sponsored  a number  of  other  creative 
fundraising  events.  One  of  the  organiza- 
tion’s earliest  traditions  was  the  annual 
bazaar  held  each  Homecoming  Day.  The 
initial  event,  called  the  “Plain  and  Fancy 
Bazaar,"  featured  "Plain”  items — such  as  baked  goods,  home- 
made crafts  and  a "Dutch  cupboard  of  goodies" — and  "Fancy" 
items — such  as  dolls,  jewelry,  candles  and  home  decorations. 
Some  of  the  most  popular  items  for  sale  in  the  early  years  were 
hand-embroidered  pillows  created  by  the  wife  of  a Church  of 
the  Brethren  minister  from  York. 

The  bazaar  evolved  into  a “Town  Faire  and  Flea  Market" 
that  filled  Thompson  Gymnasium  with  dozens  of  specialty 
tables  including  antiques,  stained  glass,  baked  goods,  plants 
and  arrangements,  as  well  as  hand-crafted  quilts,  ceramics 
and  woodcuts.  Phyllis  Saylor  Poff ’53  recalls  although  the 
Homecoming  sales  lasted  only  one  day  a year,  it  took  the  rest 
of  the  year  to  get  ready:  “It  seemed  like  we  worked  from  one 
bazaar  to  the  next,  finishing  one  and  then  beginning  right 
away  to  collect  materials  for  next,  preparing  for  The  Day.”’ 
Hazel  Huffman  adds  that  gathering  together  to  make  and 
collect  items  for  sale  could  be  as  rewarding  as  the  sale  day  itself: 
“We  were  being  creative  and  helping  the  College;  building 
relationships  and  raising  funds." 

The  Auxiliary  also  sponsored  dinner-theater  outings,  both 
as  a community  event  and  as  a fundraiser.  Through  the  years, 
members  of  the  Auxiliary  have  traveled  together  to  enjoy 
George  Bernard  Shaw’s  “Arms  and  the  Man"  at  Gretna

This  recruiting  drive  was  eminently  successful,  and  the 
Auxiliary  boasted  1,150  members  by  the  end  of  its  first  year. 

Hazel  Kreider  Huffman,  who  joined  the  Auxiliary  in 
1958,  recently  explained  that  “our  goal  was  to  build  a fellow- 
ship of  people  who  were  interested  in  higher  education  and 
in  raising  money  for  the  College.”  She  added  that  most  of  the 
members  through  the  years  have  been  alumni,  parents  of 
students,  staff  and  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren. 
The  Auxiliary  began  building  fellowship  its  very  first  year, 
establishing  a spring  luncheon.  At  the  first  luncheon,  255 
members  were  entertained  with  a musical  performance  by 
College  students  and  Sock  and  Buskin,  the  campus  theater 
club.  In  later  years,  annual  dinner  meetings  featured  faculty 
speakers,  musical  performances  by  talented  alumni,  and  the 
presentation  of  the  Auxiliary’s  yearly  gift  to  the  College.  Also 
later,  the  Auxiliary  hosted  an  annual  December  Yule  Bowl  at 
the  College,  during  which  they  served  punch  and  cookies  to 
the  College  Community. 


Creative  Efforts  Build  Community,  Raise  Funds 

Perhaps  the  most  widely-known  event  sponsored  by  the 
Auxiliary  is  the  annual  Pops  Concert,  which  was  performed 
every  year  from  1977  to  2002.  Six  hundred  people  attended 
the  first  Auxiliary-sponsored  concert  on  April  22,  1978,  dur- 
ing which  they  were  entertained  by  the  College’s  concert  and 
jazz  bands  conducted  by  Otis  Kitchen  and  Grant  Moore, 
respectively.  Inspired  by  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops, 
the  concerts  remained  an  annual  College  highlight  for  25 
years.  Other  Pops  Concert  conductors  have  included  profes- 
sors Ibrook  Tower,  James  Haines  ’80  and  John  Harrison.  Some 


In  music  and  in  life,  Cliff  ’47  and  Hazel  Kreider  Huffman 
have  been  harmonizing  for  more  chan  60  years.  Separately, 
these  two  unique  individuals — through  their  wisdom  and 
significant  efforts — have  served  Elizabethtown  College,  mak- 
ing a difference  for  its  students.  And,  now  and  then  over  the 
past  six  decades,  they  have  created  a unique  duet — he  on 
harmonica  and  she  on  piano — symbolically  demonstrating 
that  two  individuals  with  different  gifts  often  join  together 
to  make  the  most  beautiful  of  life’s  melodies. 

The  couple  met  in  spring  1944  at  a Church  of  the 
Brethren  youth  fellowship  meeting  in  Palmyra,  Pa.  At  the 
time,  Cliff  was  an  Elizabethtown  College  student,  who  was 
putting  himself  through  school  working  nights  at  Lancaster’s 
WGAL  and  Harrisburg's  WHP  radio  stations.  It’s  a role  that 
he  knew  well,  having  worked  at  different  radio  stations  in 
Virginia  for  six  years  after  high  school  and  before  coming 
to  Elizabethtown. 

According  to  Hazel,  who  was  then  a Lancaster  County 
high  school  student,  Cliff’s  presence  in  the  area  created  quite 
a stir.  “In  those  days  before  television,  radio  announcers  were 
celebrities,”  explains  Hazel.  She  asked  one  of  the  friends  with 
whom  she  had  come  to  the  youth  fellowship  gathering  to  point 
him  out.  After  meeting  at  the  supper,  Cliff  learned  that  Hazel 
and  another  friend  needed  a ride  back  to  Lancaster  after  the 
evening  program.  Interested,  but  not  wanting  to  appear  overly 
so,  Cliff  offered  to  drive  Hazel  and  her  friend  to  Elizabethtown 
where  they  could  connect  with  the  trolley  to  Lancaster.  Hazel, 
though,  declined  Cliff’s  invitation  when  she  received  a better 
offer  from  two  young  men  who  invited  the  girls  to  go  our  for 
ice  cream  and  drive  them  the  whole  way  home. 

Cliff  laughingly  recalls  that  he  didn’t  like  being  turned 
down.  So  he  found  another  opportunity  to  get  to  know  Hazel, 
oddly  taking  her  to  a train  wreck  that  had  made  headlines  in 
Paradise,  Pa.,  on  their  next  outing.  Cliff  remembers  slyly  using 
the  excuse  of  helping  Hazel  up  the  hill  to  hold  her  hand.  The 
afternoon  outing  was  a success,  and  this  less-than-romantic 


setting,  plus  some  other  dates,  cemented  the  relationship. 

After  graduating  from  high  school,  Hazel  joined  Cliff  at 
Elizabethtown  College  for  just  one  year  before  exhausting  the 
tuition  money  her  parents  had  set  aside.  She  then  worked  at 
a bank  for  a year  while  Cliff  finished  his  degree.  The  couple 
wed  April  6,  1947,  during  a double  ceremony  that  they 
shared  with  her  sister.  The  newlyweds  then  relocated  to 
Roanoke,  Va.,  where  Cliff  again  joined  the  radio  station  as 
promotion  manager. 

During  his  lifetime,  Cliff — who  later  became  a mortgage 
consultant  with  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  working  for 
the  company  for  about  45  years  until  retirement — continued 
his  first  love  of  broadcasting  at  nine  different  stations.  When 
the  couple  returned  to  Lancaster  County,  he  hosted  a “Religion 
in  the  News”  program  at  WLAN,  which  was  sponsored  by  the 
Lancaster  G>unty  Council  of  Churches.  He  continued  these 
broadcasts  for  25  years,  until  retiring  from  the  air  in  1991. 

And,  like  most  women  of  the  time,  Hazel  focused  prima- 
rily on  raising  the  couple’s  three  children — Abby,  Alisa  and 
Andrew — and  doing  a variety  of  volunteer  work. 

The  couple  continued  their  involvement  in  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren.  It  was  through  the  church  that  they  became 
reconnected  with  Elizabethtown  College.  In  1958,  Hazel  was 
invited  to  join  the  then  recently  formed  Elizabethtown 
College  Auxiliary.  And,  Cliff — through  the  District — was 
elected  to  the  College’s  Board  of  Trustees  in  1967. 

Over  the  years,  both  became  leaders  in  their  respective 
organizations.  Hazel  was  president  of  the  Auxiliary  from  1967 
until  1969.  She  also  co-chaired  the  committee  that  planned 
the  Pops  Concert,  during  which  she  and  Cliff  played  their 
harmonica-piano  duet  at  one  performance.  Cliff — on  the 
other  hand — was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from 
1975  until  1981.  He  also  served  on  the  Buildings  and  Grounds 
and  Student  Affairs  committees  of  the  Board  and  was  chair  of 
the  Special  Gifts  Division  of  the  Capital  Campaign  from  1988 
until  1990. 


Throughout  their  more  than  60  years,  Cliff  '47  and  Hazel  Kreider  Huffman 
have  found  ways  in  which  their  individual  talents  could  benefit  organiza- 
tions and  causes,  like  Elizabethtown  College. 

Hazel  and  Cliff  are  members  of  the  Musical  Arts  Society 
of  Lancaster,  which  was  instrumental  in  starting  the  Summer 
Music  Camp  at  Elizabethtown  College.  The  camp  continues 
today  at  the  College,  nurturing  the  talent  of  many  musical  youth.

Theatre  and  "Hello  Dolly,”  "The  King  and  I,”  "The  Music 
Man”  and  many  other  popular  musicals  at  the  Dutch  Apple 
Dinner  Theater.  These  dinner  theater  parties  have  not  only 
provided  an  evening  of  friendship  and  entertainment,  but  also 
an  important  source  of  revenue. 

A Lasting  Legacy  of  Giving 

In  its  50  years,  the  Auxiliary  has  contributed  $290,000  to  the 
College,  usually  in  the  form  of  annual  gifts. 

The  Auxiliary’s  very  first  gift  in  1956  was  a sterling  silver 
tea  and  coffee  service,  including  Lenox  china,  a lace  table- 
cloth and  a pair  of  silver  candelabra.  Since  then,  the  Auxiliary 
has  offered  support  to  virtually  every  area  of  the  College, 
including  $70,000  for  the  High  Library  computer  lab,  $50,000 
for  Myer  Hall  renovations,  $30,000  for  physical  fitness  equip- 
ment, $30,000  for  the  Event  Space  terrace  in  the  Baugher 
Student  Center  (BSC),  and  $21,500  for  the  brick  patio  out- 
side the  BSC.  The  Auxiliary  also  underwrote  the  publication 
of  the  “History  of  Elizabethtown  College”  in  1972,  sponsored 
the  student  drama  troupe’s  trip  to  Wichita,  Kan.,  in  1976,  and 
paid  for  the  College  jazz  band’s  trip  to  Orlando,  Fla.,  in  1981. 
The  Auxiliary  has  contributed  dozens  of  other  gifts  to  the 
College,  including  a grand  piano  for  the  Fine  and  Performing 
Arts  Department,  uniforms  for  women’s  athletic  teams  and 
annual  student  awards. 

In  its  half-century  of  existence,  the  Elizabethtown 
Auxiliary  consistently  has  lived  up  to  the  vision  of  founder 
Ethel  Wenger,  and  it  has  proven  many  times  over  the  aptness 
of  its  motto:  “Service  for  Education.”

Elizabethtown  College  recently  elected  four  new  members 
to  its  Board  of  Trustees  and  re-elected  David  Hosier  72 
as  chairman. 

Hosier  is  currently  chief  operating  officer  of  Murray 
Insurance  Associates,  which  he  joined  in  2003.  He  previously 
served  as  senior  vice  president  of  the  John  P.  Woods  Company, 
Inc.  and  as  chairman,  president,  chief  executive  officer  and 
director  of  the  Old  Guard  Group,  Inc.  Hosier  is  also  a director 
and  former  vice  chair  of  Sterling  Financial  Corporation  and  a 
director  of  Brethren  Village,  Inc.  He  received  an  outstanding 
alumnus  award  from  Elizabethtown. 

New  trustees  are  David  Benton,  vice  president  and 
general  manager  of  Philadelphia’s  Rittenhouse  Hotel  and 
parent  of  a 2004  graduate;  Doris  Gordon,  founder  of  the 
College’s  occupational  therapy  program;  J.  Alexander  Risser  76, 
owner  and  president  of  Outer  Beaches  Realty  on  Hatteras 
Island,  N.C.;  and  Judy  Schoenly  Ware  ’68,  a community 
leader  and  philanthropist. 

David  Benton  has  served  as  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  Philadelphia’s  Rittenhouse  Hotel  and  Condominium 
Residences  since  1990.  Under  his  management,  the  Ritten- 
house  has  been  ranked  as  one  of  the  20  best  hotels  in  the 
United  States  and  its  in-house  restaurant,  Lacroix,  was  named 
one  of  the  world’s  best  places  to  eat.  A graduate  of  Cornell 
University’s  School  of  Hotel  Administration,  he  previously 
served  as  general  manager  of  Denver  Place  in  Colorado  City, 
Colo.;  corporate  director  of  food  and  beverage  for  Fiesta 
Americana  Hotels  in  Mexico  City;  and  general  manager  of 
the  Host  Resort  in  Lancaster,  Pa. 

Benton  is  currently  executive  in  residence  at  Temple 
University’s  School  of  Tourism  and  Hospitality  Management 
and  is  a member  of  the  advisory  board  of  Widener  University’s 


School  of  Hospitality  Management.  He  has  served  on  the 
boards  of  the  Philadelphia  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau, 
International  Visitors  Council,  Philadelphia  Art  Alliance, 
Greater  Philadelphia  Hotel  Association,  Friends  of  Rittenhouse 
Square  and  Hero  Scholarship  Fund.  His  daughter,  Samantha 
Benton,  graduated  from  Elizabethtown  College  in  2004. 

Doris  Gordon  was  a member  of  the  Elizabethtown  fac- 
ulty for  eight  years  and  received  the  1980  John  F.  Steinman 
Department  Award  for  Teaching  Excellence.  During  her 
tenure,  she  designed  and  directed  the  undergraduate  occu- 
pational therapy  curriculum  and  developed  clinical  facilities 
in  Lancaster,  Harrisburg,  Lebanon  and  Reading.  In  2005, 
the  College  presented  her  with  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Science  degree. 

Gordon  currently  serves  as  the  director  of  international 
affairs  for  the  Accrediting  Council  for  Occupational  Therapy/ 
American  Occupational  Therapy  Association  (AOTA).  She

Elizabethtown  Celebrates 
Admissions,  Fundraising 

A sign  of  its  continuing  strength  and  growing  prestige, 

A Elizabethtown  College  recently  set  new  records  for  student 
recruitment  and  fundraising.  As  the  College  saw  significant 
increases  in  applicants  for  the  2006-2007  academic  year,  it  also 
was  the  beneficiary  of  a record  in  cash  and  deferred  gifts  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2006. 

After  several  years  of  successfully  growing  the  student  pop- 
ulation, the  College’s  Admissions  team  last  year  sought  opportu- 
nities to  establish  a stronger,  more  diverse  applicant  pool  for 
Elizabethtown.  Tactically,  the  organization  took  three  approaches 
to  reach  its  goal,  including:  1 ) developing  relevant  and  persua- 
sive messages  of  academic  challenge  and  rigor;  2)  focusing  on 
affinity  groups  who  will  impact  and  contribute  to  the  campus  in 
significant  ways;  and  3)  focusing  on  new  and  emerging  markets 
from  which  the  College  could  attract  students. 

Vice  President  for  Enrollment  Paul  Cramer  acknowledged 
the  fact  that  "new  approaches  need  time  to  fully  enlighten  their 
intended  audiences,  however  the  tactics  have  already  begun  to 
pay  dividends.”  In  the  coming  year  the  enrollment  team  will 
make  improvements  to  the  Web  site,  introduce  the  Blue  Jay 
Admissions  Service  Network  (designed  to  draw  on  alumni, 
parents  and  friends  to  assist  in  recruitment),  and  continue  to 
venture  into  new  and  emerging  markets. 

For  the  upcoming  academic  year,  Elizabethtown 
received  3,393  applications — the  first  time  it  ever  exceeded 
the  3,000  mark.  Of  the  incoming  class  of  about  540  students, 
more  than  33  percent  graduated  in  the  top  10  percent  of 
their  class — up  from  30  percent  last  year.  Increased  enroll- 
ment also  was  experienced  in  several  affinity  groups,  includ- 
ing CHIPs  (students  with  Elizabethtown  connections)  and 
diverse  populations  including  those  of  African-American, 
Latino,  Asian  and  Native  American  heritage.  Enrollment 
in  emerging  and  new  markets  also  saw  increases  of  17.3  and 
105.6  percent,  respectively. 

“Our  success  is  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
entire  campus  community  and  our  friends — alumni,  parents 
and  other  supporters — who  continue  to  spread  the  good  news 
about  the  Elizabethtown  College  experience,”  says  Cramer.  He 
also  credited  the  work  of  former  College  employees  Gordon 
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Bateman  and  Kent  Bamds  for  putting  Elizabethtown  in  a posi- 
tion to  realize  these  successes. 

While  the  College  was  reaching  new  heights  in 
Admissions,  it  also  was  adding  new  buildings  and  programs, 
thanks  to  the  generous  support  of  the  friends  of  the  institution. 
The  College  received  a humbling  $12  million  in  cash  and 
deferred  gifts,  up  from  $4-1  million  the  previous  year  and  an  all- 
time  record  for  the  institution.  Also  last  year,  Elizabethtown 
surpassed  the  $35  million  goal  of  the  To  Serve  Tomorrow  cam- 
paign and  began  working  towards  the  recently  approved  new 
goal  of  $40  million. 

David  Beidleman — vice  president  of  Institutional 
Advancement — expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  generous 
support  that  the  College  has  received.  "Looking  back  over  the 
past  year,  I am  overwhelmed  by  what  these  donations  will  mean 
for  our  students,  particularly  those  first-year  students  who  will 
arrive  to  the  opening  of  a new,  state-of-the-art  Hoover  Center 
for  Business  this  fall.  As  a result  of  the  generosity  of  our  friends, 
this  building  is  being  completely  paid  for  through  donor  com- 
mitments,” he  reflects.  “In  addition,  a record  cash  donation  last 
year  from  Frank  M.  Masters  Jr.  also  paved  the  way  for  a ground- 
breaking on  the  new  Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics 
and  Engineering.  This  center — which  will  include  the  Lyet 
Wing  for  Biological  Science — will  greatly  enhance  our  faculty’s 
ability  to  provide  the  highest  caliber  education  for  our  science 
students  and  increase  our  attractiveness  to  new  students  for 
years  to  come.” 

In  addition  to  new  buildings,  last  year’s  gifts  are  creating 
new  programs  and  lecture  series  to  enhance  student  learning 
in  and  out  of  the  classroom,  providing  scholarships  to  deserving 
students  for  whom  tuition  might  be  a barrier,  and  purchasing 
essential  equipment  for  aiding  in  student  comprehension  and 
understanding.  “While  the  2005—2006  fiscal  year  was  remark- 
able, we  still  have  a tremendous  amount  of  work  to  do  in  order 
to  meet  all  of  the  College’s  needs,”  he  says.  “I  appreciate  all  the 
efforts  of  our  volunteers  and  staff,  whose  work  over  many  years 
has  been  the  key  to  our  success,  and  1 look  forward  to  continu- 
ing our  work  together  in  support  of  Elizabethtown.” 


Wheatland  Dig  Looks  for 
Traces  of  Buchanan's 
Carnage  House 

For  20  years  in  the  mid- 1800s,  U.S.  President  James 

Buchanan  lived  at  the  Wheatland  estate  in  Lancaster,  Pa. 
Although  much  historical  documentation  exists  about  die 
property  and  its  residents,  only  one  piece  of  documentary  evi- 
dence has  suggested  the  location  of  the  original  carriage  house. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Elizabethtown  College  adjunct 
faculty  member  Patricia  Gibble,  seven  students,  mostly  from 
Elizabethtown,  and  about  two  dozen  community  volunteers 
carefully  excavated  the  site  and  collected  evidence  that  may 
offer  insights  about  the  property.  Gibble — shown  in  the 
bottom  photo  discussing  an  artifact  with  Libby  Hodas,  a 
senior  sociology/anthropology  major  whose  concentration 
is  archeology — had  high  praise  for  the  efforts  of  her  team. 
"The  students  have  been  great  through  the  heat,  the  dirt 
and  the  bugs,”  she  says. 

In  addition  to  the  actual  site  work,  the  three-week 
course  included  instruction  on  site-surveying  techniques 
with  a mechanical  engineering  transit,  a review  of  excava- 
tion techniques  and  background  information  on  identifying, 
dating  and  interpreting  artifacts  and  historical  documenta- 
tion. Students  also  learned  to  process  recovered  artifacts — 
including  cleaning,  inventorying  and  cataloging  recovered 
material  culture — in  a laboratory  set  up  in  the  residence. 

For  junior  professional  writing  major  Sandra  Strobel  (shown 
in  the  top  photo,  sifting  through  some  soil  from  the  dig), 
the  class  has  been  enjoyable.  “I’ve  always  been  interested 
in  this  era,”  she  says.  “And,  this  has  been  an  experience 
in  hands-on  history.” 

The  Wheatland  dig  is  one  of  several  active  projects  in 
the  Elizabethtown  College  Public  Archaeology  Laboratory, 
which  was  started  through  President  Theodore  Long’s  Fund 
for  Distinction  Program  and  is  being  directed  by  Associate 
Professor  of  Anthropology  Bob  Wheelersburg.  The  Wheat- 
land  community-based  program  and  excavation  are  funded 
through  a grant  from  Anne  M.  and  Philip  H.  Glatfelter  III 
Family  Foundation.

Baseball 

A young  Elizabethtown  team  won  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  title  and  returned  to  the  NCAA  Division  III 
tournament  for  the  first  time  since  2001.

Seven  Elizabethtown 
players  were  named  to  All-Commonwealth  Conference 
teams,  with  third  baseman  Dean  Whetham  ’07  earning  a first 
team  spot  and  second  baseman  Adam  Sheibley  ’09,  shortstop 
Jon  Kalejta  ’06,  center  fielder  Mike  Donahue  ’07,  Hoffman 
and  relief  pitcher  Matt  Woehenker  ’06  earning  places  on  the 
second  team.  Additionally,  Sheibley  was  named  the  confer- 
ence’s Co-Rookie  of  the  Year,  after  setting  a new  Elizabeth- 
town single  season  record  for  triples  with  12.  Kaletja 
wrapped  up  his  career  with  College  records  for  the  most  at- 
bats  with  555  and  most  games  played  with  1 54.  During  the 
season,  Donahue  and  Whetham  once  were  named 
Commonwealth  Conference  Player  of  the  Week,  while 
Hoffman  and  Matt  Kutz  ’09  once  were  named  conference 
Pitcher  of  the  Week.  The  Blue  Jays  finished  the  season  with 
a 26-16-1  record.

Golf 

Elizabethtown  wrapped  up  the  2005-06  campaign  with  a 
fifth-place  finish  at  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
Championships.  Earlier  in  the  season,  Elizabethtown  tied 
Albright — the  then-defending  conference  champion — in 
a head-to-head  match.  Bob  Pyrz  ’07  and  Mike  Wagner  ’09 
narrowly  missed  finishing  in  the  top  ten  at  the  conference 
championships.  The  pair  finished  in  a tie  for  1 1th  place  at 
the  Commonwealth  tournament  with  scores  of  235  over 
three  rounds.  Pyrz  finished  2005-06  with  an  average  round 
score  of  79.7  to  lead  the  team.  In  September  2006,  the 
Elizabethtown  College  golf  program  was  named  on  Golf 
Digest’s  “Academics  First”  list  for  men.  The  College  is  ranked 
42nd  on  the  list  of  50  colleges  and  universities  from  all  three 
NCAA  divisions.  In  the  rankings,  Elizabethtown  College 
scored  in  the  top  20  percent  in  the  academics  category  and 
in  the  top  30  percent  in  the  coaches/facilities  and  the  player 
growth  categories. 

Men's  Lacrosse 

An  inexperienced  and  small  team — with  just  12  returning 
players  and  only  25  total  players  on  its  roster — gritted  its 
way  through  a rough  early  season  to  make  the  program’s 
third  consecutive  appearance  in  the  semifinals  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  playoffs.  Elizabethtown  fin- 
ished the  year  with  a 7-10  overall  record,  which  included 
a five-game  winning  streak.  Among  those  sparking  the  Blue 
Jays’  tough  climb  were  three  all-conference  honorees,  mid- 
fielder Frankie  Puzzangara  ’07,  defender  Frank  Cacia  ’07  and 
long-stick  midfielder  Gary  Senese  ’08.  Setting  Elizabethtown 
records  for  most  goals  (47),  most  ground  balls  (125),  most 
shots  (236)  and  most  faceoffs  won  (156)  in  a season, 
Puzzangara  was  named  MAC  Player  of  the  Year.  Cacia  tallied 
58  ground  balls,  and  Senese  scooped  up  45  ground  balls 


while  scoring  four  times 
with  a long  stick. 
Additionally,  midfielder 
Matt  Seiboth  ’06  was 
named  the  Middle  Atlantic 
States  Collegiate  Athletic 
Corporation  (MASCAC) 
Scholar-Athlete  for  men’s 
lacrosse  after  leading  the 
Blue  Jays  in  assists  with  20 
while  scoring  14  goals  and 
tallying  31  ground  balls. 
Goaltender  Chris  Schuch  ’08 
once  was  named  the  MAC 
Defender/Goaltender  of 
the  Week. 


Women's  Lacrosse 

Elizabethtown  rallied  from 
a 2-9  start  to  make  the 
program’s  first  MAC  play- 
off appearance.  The  Blue 
Jays — which  were  a young 
team  in  2006  with  1 1 first- 


year  students  on  a roster  of 
19 — finished  the  season 
6-11  overall  and  won  four 
out  of  their  final  five  regular  season  games.  Two 
Elizabethtown  players — midfielder  Danielle  Grooms  ’06  and 
attacker  Kati<f  Foley  ’09 — earned  All-MAC  Second  Team 
honors.  Grooms  led  the  team  in  draw  controls  with  26  while 
scoring  28  goals  and  notching  seven  assists  for  35  points. 
Foley  led  the  Blue  Jays  in  goals  and  ground  balls  with  40 
apiece,  and  she  was  second  on  the  team  in  assists  (14),  draw 
controls  (23)  and  caused  turnovers  (15).  Goaltender  Jenn 
Hawkins  ’09  once  was  named  the  MAC  Defender/ 
Goaltender  of  the  Week,  and  Katie  DiRico  ’09  led 
Elizabethtown  in  assists  with  23  and  points  with  62,  while 
finishing  second  on  the  team  in  goals  with  39.

Softball 

Elizabethtown  experienced  a rebuilding  year  with  a young 
team  in  2006,  finishing  the  season  8-25  overall.  Center  fielder 
Kelli  Thon  ’07  was  named  to  the  All-East  Region  First  Team 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  year,  making  her  Elizabethtown’s 
first  all-region  first  team  honoree  since  1994.  She  also  earned 
a spot  on  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  First  Team 
after  batting  .420  with  47  hits,  14  runs  and  16  stolen  bases. 
Pitcher  Alex  Lee  ’08  struck  out  138  batters  in  136-2/3 
innings  in  2006,  including  16  strikeouts  in  a single  game 
against  Franklin  & Marshall.  Abbie  Merrifield  ’08  once  was 
named  the  conference  Player  of  the  Week,  and  she  and 
Lauren  Dressier  ’07  each  tallied  a pair  of  homeruns  during 
the  season 


Men's  Tennis 

After  losing  their  top  six  from  the  2005  conference  champi- 
onship season,  the  Blue  Jays  went  through  a rebuilding  year  in 
2006,  and  Elizabethtown’s  team  of  five  first-year  students  and 
two  sophomores  went  4-12  in  dual  matches  and  2-4  in  the 
conference.  Hiep  Pham  ’09  and  Taylor  Butch  08  each  posted 
six  singles  wins  in  the  2005-06  season,  while  Jeff  Kirkhoff  09 
and  Per  Roxendal  each  had  five  singles  wins.  At  the  MAS- 
CAC Individual  Championships  in  April,  Pham  advanced  to 
the  quarterfinals  in  number  two  singles,  and  Kirkhoff 
advanced  to  the  quarterfinals  in  number  three  singles. 

Women's  Tennis 

Elizabethtown  went  3-2  in  spring  competition  to  conclude 
the  2005-06  campaign  with  a 14-4  overall  record.  The  Blue 
Jays  finished  the  year  with  a ranking  of  13th  in  the  Atlantic 
South  Region  by  the  Intercollegiate  Tennis  Association. 

Kristy  Trimbey  ’06  wrapped  up  her  career  with  Elizabethtown 
records  of  57  career  doubles  wins  and  112  career  combined 
singles  and  doubles  wins.  Heather  Lander  ’07  set  new 
Elizabethtown  records  for  most  singles  wins  in  a year  with  21, 
most  doubles  wins  in  a year  with  20,  and  most  combined  wins 
in  a year  with  41- 

Men's  Outdoor  Track 

Elizabethtown  finished  the  2006  outdoor  season  fourth  in  the 
MAC  and  20th  in  the  nation.  At  the  MAC  Outdoor  Champ- 
ionships, Tyson  Evensen  ’07  and  Kevin  Clark  ’08  captured 
conference  titles  in  the  800m  and  the  pole  vault,  respectively, 
and  the  4x400m  relay  team  of  Jason  Mastroianni  ’09,  Clark, 
Evensen  and  Drew  Graybeal  ’08  also  won  a gold  medal. 
Earning  MAC  silver  medals  for  the  Blue  Jays  included  D.J. 
Lehr  ’08  in  the  pole  vault  and  Patrick  Donovan  ’07  in  the 
800m.  Evensen  and  Graybeal  captured  respective  bronze 
medals  in  the  1500m  and  the  400m,  and  the  4x1 00m  relay 
team  of  Mike  Bauer  ’07,  Mastroianni,  Clark  and  Stephon 
Finley  ’09  took  home  a bronze  medal.  During  the  season, 

Clark  qualified  to  compete  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  outdoor 
championships  in  the  pole  vault,  Evensen  qualified  in  the 
j 800m  and  the  1500m,  Donovan  qualified  in  the  800m  and  the 
1500m,  Graybeal  qualified  in  the  800m,  and  Finley  qualified 
in  the  100m.  Clark  and  Evensen  made  the  final  cut  to  com- 
pete at  the  NCAA  Championships,  and  Clark  finished  as  the 
national  runner-up  in  the  pole  vault  while  Evensen  finished 
fourth  in  the  nation  in  the  800m  and  14th  in  the  1500m. 

The  pair  earned  All-America  honors  as  a result. 

Women's  Outdoor  Track 

! Elizabethtown  finished  second  out  of  10  teams  at  the  2006 
MAC  Outdoor  Championships  and  was  represented  at  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Outdoor  Championships  for  the  third 
year  in  a row.  The  Blue  Jays’  156  team  points  at  the  MAC 
Outdoor  Championships  were  their  most  ever  at  the  meet. 
Racking  up  MAC  titles  for  Elizabethtown  included  Erin 
Lichti  ’06  in  the  200m,  Tina  Bucci  ’09  in  the  400m,  Tiffany 
Kulp  ’09  in  the  1500m,  the  relay  team  of  Katelyn  John  ’09, 
Bucci,  Lori  Havrilak  ’07  and  Lichti  in  the  4x1 00m,  and  the 
relay  team  of  John,  Nicole  Murphy  ’08,  Bucci  and  Lichti  in 
i the  4x400m.  Picking  up  MAC  silver  medals  were  Lichti  in  the 
100m,  Samantha  Jones  ’09  in  the  10,000m,  Chelsea  Miles  ’09 
in  both  the  high  jump  and  the  triple  jump,  and  Samantha 
Adams  ’08  in  the  pole  vault.  Earning  bronze  medals  at  the 
MAC  Championships  were  Erin  Fisher  ’08  in  the  5000m, 
Miles  in  the  long  jump  and  Amanda  Morrisette  ’09  in  the 
shot  put.  During  the  season,  Lichti  qualified  for  the  NCAA

Long-time  Friends  Take  Their  Show  on  the  Road

Professor  of  Music  Emeritus  Otis  Kitchen  and  Terry  Millard  73 
met  in  the  late  60s  while  Kitchen  was  a professor  at 
Elizabethtown  and  Millard  was  his  student.  The  relationship 
they  forged  in  the  classroom  grew  into  a camaraderie  that  has 
lasted  a lifetime.  During  retirement,  the  two  musicians  team 
up  frequently  to  perform  for  retirement  communities,  Masonic 
Lodges  and  local  colleges  and  universities. 

From  the  beginning,  Kitchen  and  Millard  clicked.  The 
performers  shared  the  experience  of  being  military  musicians, 
with  Kitchen  having  taught  instrumental  music  for  Army 
schools  and  Millard  having  played  as  a Navy  musician  before 
attending  Elizabethtown  College  in  1969.  It  was  in  the  Navy 
School  of  Music  that  Millard  said  that  he  “established  my 
musicianship,  but  Otis  polished  me  like  a piece  of  coal." 

Their  relationship  formed  during  a crucial  time  for  both 
professor  and  student.  Kitchen  was  attempting  to  form  a 
strong  jazz  program  at  the  school.  The  void  was  filled  by  Terry 
and  the  natural  fit  that  developed  between  the  professor  and 
this  jazz-minded  student.  “E-town  was  a small  enough  setting 
then  that  one  student  like  Terry  could  fill  that  void,”  says 
Kitchen.  Millard  was  Kitchens  second  saxophone  student 
and  became  his  second  student  jazz  band  director. 

The  two  found  that  they  shared  a mutuality  and  under- 
standing that  put  them,  as  Kitchen  notes,  “on  the  same  wave- 
length” on  music  and  performance  then  and  now.  “Our 
current  performances  wouldn’t  be  nearly  as  effective  as  they 
are  without  the  compatibility  and  maturity  that  we  have 
found,”  reflects  Kitchen. 

Millard  plays  multiple  woodwind  instruments  and 
Kitchen  accompanies  on  the  keyboard.  Both  Kitchen  and 
Millard  cited  the  importance  of  the  student-teacher  relation-

ship  afforded  by  small  classes  and  special  attention  at  the 
College.  “You  could  get  to  know  students’  names  and  form  a 
working  relationship  with  them,  which  allowed  you  to  really 
tap  into  a students  resources  and  abilities,”  explains  Kitchen. 
While  Terry  was  in  school,  Kitchen  asked  the  student  to 
perform  with  him  at  an  event  for  the  Elizabethtown  College 
Auxiliary.  Kitchen  had  been  performing  solo  for  similar  occa- 


sions, but  after  the  performance  with  Terry,  something  clicked 
for  the  duo — something  that  would  continue  well  into  both 
of  their  careers  as  musicians  and  friends.  “We  can  be  apart  for 
a month  and  play  together  like  we  had  just  played  the  day 
before,”  Kitchen  acknowledges.  “That’s  the  genius  of  it.” 

Since  Terry’s  graduation  from  Elizabethtown  College 
and  retirement  from  a music  teaching  career  in  the  Manheim 
Central  School  District,  he  and  Otis  have  been  asked  to 
perform  at  various  other  venues — filling  up  their  schedules. 
With  their  success  resulting  primarily  from  word-of-mouth 
publicity,  the  duo  decided  to  “take  the  show  on  the  road"  and 
j officially  teamed  up  for  what  is  now  their  tenth  year.  Their 
program’s  focus  is  the  “historical  perspective  of  music”  with 
genres  ranging  from  classical,  jazz,  swing,  ragtime,  pop  and 
more.  The  performances  are  staged  in  the  form  of  a lecture 
1 concert — which  features  several  musical  selections  with  vari- 
ous interludes  of  information  about  a particular  musical  style 
I and  how  it  fits  in  with  the  rest  of  the  concert’s  selections. 

Both  musicians  have  found  the  lecture  concert  the  best  way 
to  convey  how  music  and  history  are  intertwined,  helping 
| them  relate  to  their  audience. 

“It’s  not  about  us,"  Millard  reminds.  “The  goal  of  each 
performance  is  to  showcase  the  everlasting  style  and  history 
; of  the  music.” 

Kitchen  adds  that  what  makes  their  performances  unique 
is  their  ability  to  offer  a professional  level  of  performance,  with 
, a comfortable  atmosphere.  "We  do  it  in  a more  informal  but 
authentic  manner,  never  going  beyond  the  audience’s  social, 
academic  and  enjoyment  interest-span,"  Kitchen  explains. 


House  Concerts:  A Unique  and  Entertaining  Evening  At  Home

Dave  Khanlian  ’96  and  wife  Jen  Hilinski  have  been  avid 

music  lovers  for  several  years — so  much  so  that  they  hold 
concerts  in  their  New  Jersey  home  featuring  artists  and  groups 
of  professional  renown.  The  couple  began  holding  the  events 
in  2002  after  learning  about  the  possibility  from  friends.  Since 
then,  Dave  and  Jen  have  hosted  approximately  30  house  con- 
certs. “We  are  both  music  fans,  so  we  just  thought  it  would  be 
a cool  idea  to  have  artists  and  music  that  we  like  in  our  home 
where  our  friends  could  enjoy  it  with  us,”  explains  Dave. 

The  house  concerts,  they  stress,  are  not  parties  with 
background  music.  Instead,  these  events  are  formal  concerts, 
usually  with  two  sets  and  an  intermission.  “Some  people  think 
it’s  just  some  guy  from  around  the  comer,”  says  Dave.  "But,  in 
reality,  these  are  Grammy-nominated  artists.”  Dave  and  Jen 
have  hosted  Mary  Lou  Lord,  Mike  Doughty,  Frog  Holler,  John 
Wesley  Harding,  Ben  Arnold,  Freedy  Johnston,  The  Crooked 
Jades,  Jules  Shear,  Stacey  Earle  and  Mark  Stuart,  the  Stone 
Coyotes,  Pat  Dinizio,  the  Silos  and  many  more.  Although 
derivations  of  folk  style  music  are  the  most  common  type  of 
house  concerts  they  host,  their  musical  styles  are  not  limited 
to  one  specific  genre  and  range  from  electric  rock  fitting  within 
their  technical  atmosphere,  blue  grass,  pop  rock  and  several 
types  of  folk  music. 


“We  have  a lot  of  variety,  which  comes  from  the  variety 
in  our  own  personal  taste,”  says  Dave.  Their  audiences  are 
largely  comprised  of  friends  and  family,  but  also  include  others 
who  hear  about  the  concerts  through  their  mailing  list,  Web 
site,  radio  ads  and  fliers.  Many  E-town  alumni  and  professors 
also  attend  the  concerts. 

Dave  and  Jen  have  established  their  home  as  an  ideal 
venue  for  artists.  In  this  more  intimate  concert  environment, 
audiences  can  get  to  know  the  artists  and  have  a better  feel  for 
their  work,  as  opposed  to  the  traditional  distance  between  the 
performers  on  the  stage  and  the  audience.  “You  really  need  to 
attend  a house  concert  to  understand  the  concept  of  it,”  notes 
Dave.  “It’s  all  about  the  venue,  the  environment,  the  chance 
for  fans  to  get  to  know  the  music  and  for  (Jen  and  me)  to  have 
music  we  enjoy  in  our  home.” 

Dave  remembers  the  Stone  Coyotes  rock  group  as  his 
most  memorable  concert — a concert  that  Elizabethtown  faculty 
member  John  Teske  also  attended.  John  says  he  fell  in  love 
with  the  group  when  he  first  saw  their  concert  at  the  couple’s 
home.  “I  talk  with  Dave  and  Jen  about  the  Coyotes  every  time 
I see  them.  They  are  the  house  band  in  my  head,”  says  John, 
who  has  taken  friends  to  other  house  concerts  since  attending 
the  one  hosted  by  Jen  and  Dave. 

One  of  Jen’s  most  memorable  con- 
certs was  the  performance  of  husband- 
and-wife  country  folk  duo  Stacey  Earle 
and  Mark  Stuart.  Jen  remembers  that 
Stacey  and  Mark — who,  like  many 
artists,  came  for  dinner  before  the 
concert — were  particularly  “warm  and 
just  shared  about  their  lives,  not  neces- 
sarily just  as  musicians,  but  as  people.” 
This  sharing  and  intimate  friendship 
setting  is  what  the  concept  of  house 
concerts  fosters.

A fter  a nearly  20-year  hiatus,  Elizabethtown  College’s 
/V  College-Community  Orchestra  is  being  resurrected. 

Formerly  directed  by  long-time  music  professor  Otis 
Kitchen,  the  Orchestra  was  "bom”  on  September  21,  1971, 
when  a group  of  College  and  community  musicians  met 
to  form  a permanent  symphony  orchestra  that  would  provide 
additional  cultural  opportunities  for  the  entire  community. 
"Building  an  orchestra  is  not  an  easy  task,  but  it  is  a rewarding 
and  fulfilling  experience,  requiring  cooperation  and  support 
from  the  College  and  community  at  large,”  wrote  Kitchen 
in  the  program  for  the  Orchestra’s  first  concert  on 
February  12,  1972. 

Today’s  College-Community  director — Assistant 
Professor  of  Music  and  Director  of  Instrumental  Studies 
Jessica  Kun — is  again  looking  for  that  “cooperation  and  sup- 
port” as  she  seeks  community  musicians  for  all  sections  of  the 
Orchestra.  “This  is  a great  opportunity  for  community  mem- 
bers to  join  a growing  musical  group,”  says  Kun.  “I’m  looking 
forward  to  working  with  local  musicians,  who  have  so  much 
to  offer  our  students  by  sharing  their  experience.”

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Elder  Statesman  Rep.  Bruce  Smith  '56  Bids  Farewell  to  Harrisburg 


Twenty-six  years  ago,  Bruce  Smith  ’56  first  ran  for  state  leg- 
islative office  with  the  intent  of  being  a voice  in  govern- 
ment for  those  who  couldn’t  or  wouldn’t  speak  for  themselves. 
It  was  a lofty  goal — one  fostered  through  his  public  advocacy 
on  behalf  of  neighbors,  friends  and  Newberry  Township  con- 
stituents in  the  aftermath  of  the  1979  Three  Mile  Island  acci- 
dent. With  the  close  of  the  current  legislative  session,  Rep. 
Smith— the  first  Elizabethtown  College  alumnus  elected  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Legislature— has  chosen  to  retire  after  13  terms 
in  office. 

For  this  legislator — who  represents  65,000  constituents 
in  Cumberland  and  northern  York  counties— this  decision 
ends  a half-century  of  public  service,  which  has  included  two 
years  in  the  U.S.  Army,  22  years  in  the  public  school  system, 
one  tenn  as  a Newberry  Township  supervisor  and  the  rest  in 
the  magnificent  halls  of  the  Pennsylvania  Capitol.  I m proud 
of  my  50  years  of  public  service,”  says  Rep.  Smith.  “I  have 
enjoyed  serving  the  people  in  my  legislative  district.  And,  I 
believe  that  it’s  now  time  for  a new  generation  to  take  over.” 

The  list  of  Rep.  Smith’s  achievements  during  his  tenure  in 
the  Pennsylvania  House  of  Representatives  is  long  and  varied. 
When  asked  of  what  he  is  most  proud,  he  points  to  his  12  years 
as  majority  chairman  of  the  House  Game  and  Fisheries 
Committee.  Advocating  for  and  protecting  the  rights  of  the 
state’s  almost  one  million  hunters  and  more  than  one  million 
anglers  has  been  a passion  near  to  his  heart.  The  legislative 
agenda  that  he  has  set  has  helped  ensure  the  continued  vitality 
of  the  commonwealth’s  wildlife  population  and  protected  its 
streams  and  rivers,  furthered  gaming  and  fishing  opportunities 
for  residents,  and  enhanced  education  about  the  sports. 

Rep.  Smith  also  recalls  his  public  leadership  of  the  grass- 
roots movement  that  defeated  a cross-state  high-voltage  trans- 
mission line  proposed  by  the  utility  then  known  as  General 


Public  Utilities,  Inc.,  or  GPU.  The  line— which  would  have 
been  an  additional  conduit  for  electricity  from  the  western 
Pennsylvania  to  New  Jersey — was  the  subject  of  a bitter,  public 
battle.  Rep.  Smith  fought  for  the  rights  of  his  constituency  to 
be  heard  during  the  public  hearing  process  as  the  proposed 
pathway  of  the  line  was  being  planned. 

The  Pennsylvania  legislator  traces  the  start  of  his  career 
in  public  service  to  his  days  at  Elizabethtown  College.  As  he 
began  exploring  the  meaning  of  Elizabethtown’s  “Educate  for 
Service"  motto,  Rep.  Smith  was  launching  his  first  successful 
campaign  for  Student  Senate  during  his  sophomore  year  at  the 
College.  The  next  year,  he  and  a friend  ran  for  vice  president 
and  president,  respectively,  of  Student  Senate.  His  win  in  that 
election  was  by  the  slim  margin  of  just  two  votes.  “That  elec- 
tion taught  me  the  value  of  one  vote,”  reflects  Rep.  Smith, 
saying  that  he  often  has  shared  this  lesson  to  encourage  others 
to  exercise  their  right  to  vote. 

“Over  the  years,  I’ve  thought  about  what  Elizabethtown 
has  done  for  me,”  remembers  Rep.  Smith.  “I  matured  during 
my  four  years  there.  As  an  Elizabethtown  student,  I set  goals  for 
myself  for  the  first  time  and  fought  for  what  I believed.  I found 
my  faith  there,  and  I still  read  the  Bible  and  pray  daily. 

"Elizabethtown  helped  me  build  my  self-confidence,” 
explains  Smith.  “For  an  elected  official,  self-confidence  is  an 
essential  attribute,  particularly  when  you  have  to  defend  the 
job  you’ve  done  every  two  years,”  he  says. 

During  his  time  at  Elizabethtown,  Rep.  Smith  fondly 
remembers  one  of  his  proudest  achievements:  working  as  chair- 
man of  the  social  committee  to  lobby  for  and  then  plan  the  first 
Student  Senate-sponsored  dance  in  the  College’s  history.  “It  was 
held  off-campus,  but  the  dance  was  a success,”  he  recalls.  “We 
broke  the  mold  and  set  a new  standard  for  E-town." 

Looking  forward  to  retirement,  Rep.  Smith  and  his  wife 


Pat  intend  to  travel,  particularly  to  see  their  two  daughters 
one  who  is  located  in  Hawaii  and  the  other  who  lives  in  New 
York  City.  “Pat  is  ecstatic  about  my  retirement.  For  so  many 
years,  she  has  taken  a back  seat  to  my  legislative  career.  Now, 
I’m  happy  to  retire  and  be  with  her  full  time,  he  says. 


After  26  years,  Rep.  Bruce  Smith  '56— the  first  Elizabethtown  alumnus  elect- 
ed to  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature — will  retire  at  the  end  of  the  2005-2006 
session.  His  tenure  in  Harrisburg  culminates  50  years  of  service  since  gradu- 
ating from  Elizabethtown,  including  years  in  the  military,  as  a public  school 
teacher  and  in  municipal  and  state  government. 


Elizabethtown  Students  Excel  to  Pennsylvania's  Capitol

Iast  summer,  political  science  majors  Jason  Theobald  ’07  and 
John  Bayard  ’08  got  a first-hand  look  at  Pennsylvania  gov- 
ernment as  the  latest  Elizabethtown  College  students  to  win 
James  A.  Finnegan  Fellowships.  The  Finnegan  Fellowship — 
which  now  is  celebrating  its  45th  anniversary — offers  excep- 
tional undergraduate  students  the  opportunity  to  experience 
full-time,  paid  internships  in  Pennsylvania  government. 

According  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Political  Science 
April  Kelly-  Woessner — who  also  was  a Finnegan  Fellowship 
recipient  in  1994 — the  program  is  a unique  learning  experi- 
ence. “The  Finnegan  Fellowship  provides  students  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  about  state  government  and  apply  what  they 
have  learned  in  the  classroom  to  a real-world  position,”  affirms 
Kelly- Woessner.  “Students’  experiences  vary  considerably 
depending  on  their  assignment.  However,  they  all  gain  some 
appreciation  for  the  complexity  of  governance  and  the  diffi- 
culties that  state  agencies  face  in  trying  to  meet  citizen 
demands  with  finite  resources.” 

Students  are  selected  through  a rigorous  competition, 
which  includes  a written  essay.  The  submissions  by  Theobald 
and  Bayard — which  focused  on  the  significance  of  the  recent 
Kelo  decision  on  eminent  domain — were  judged  among  the 
best  in  this  year’s  competition.  To  qualify  for  the  program, 
students  must  attend  a Pennsylvania  college  or  university  or 
be  a Pennsylvania  resident  attending  a university  elsewhere. 

Theobald  became  interested  in  the  Finnegan  Fellowship 
because  he  wanted  government  experience.  “The  internship 
afforded  me  a highly  enlightening  glimpse  of  how  public 
administration  and  federalism  work — well  beyond  that  which 
is  gained  through  a text  book,”  he  explains. 

Theobald  interned  with  the  Pennsylvania  Infrastructure 
Investment  Authority,  or  PENNVEST,  which  is  a Pennsyl- 
vania agency  that  funds  sewer,  storm  water  and  drinking  water 
projects.  During  the  internship,  he  was  in  constant  contact 
with  a number  of  other  agencies,  including  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection.  His  daily  work  was 
varied;  some  days  he  analyzed  data  on  spreadsheets  and  other 
days  he  was  out  meeting  people  within  the  government  system.

Theobald  credits  his  success  to  political  science  professors 
Wayne  Selcher,  Fletcher  McClellan,  Wesley  McDonald  and 
Kelly-Woessner  and  his  involvement  with  the  cross  country 
team,  which  he  says  is  committed  to  achieving  all-around 
excellence.  An  idealist,  he  decided  to  be  a political  science 
major  hoping  to  someday  do  some  good  in  the  world.  After 
graduating  from  Elizabethtown,  Theobald  plans  to  go  to 
graduate  school,  “probably  focusing  on  research  and  scholarly 
work.”  Long-term,  he  wants  to  contribute  to  society  and  not 
just  settle  on  a career. 

Bayard  interned  with  the  marketing  office  of  the 
Department  of  Community  and  Economic  Development  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Film  Office.  During  the  10-week  experience, 


he  promoted  businesses,  received  feedback  from  producers, 
and  handled  a hodgepodge  of  other  jobs.  Throughout  the  sum- 
mer, he  not  only  worked  at  the  Capitol,  but  he  also  traveled  to 
Philadelphia  the  first  few  days  of  every  month. 

Bayard  applied  for  the  internship  to  develop  a better 
understanding  of  the  day-to-day  functions  of  government  as 
well  as  improved  personal,  professional  and  analytical  skills. 
“You  work  in  one  of  the  departments  and  you  understand  how 
complex  government  is,  what  goes  into  it  and  the  vast  areas  it 
covers,”  he  explains. 

After  graduation,  Bayard  plans  to  attend  law  school, 
focusing  either  on  constitutional,  business  or  corporate  law. 

He  feels  that  his  experiences  in  Student  Senate  and  SWEET 
have  helped  him  develop  into  the  person  he  is 
today  and  prepared  him  for  the  internship. 

In  addition  to  the  10- week  internship 
experience,  recipients  also  attended  a weekly 
luncheon  featuring  a speaker  from  state  govern- 
ment. Nine  Elizabethtown  students  have  won 
Finnegan  Fellowships  in  the  past  decade.

Russell  Harris,  M.D.  '76:  Finding  a Home  in  Pennsylvania's  History 


Growing  up  near  Harrisburg,  Russell  Harris,  M.D.  ’76  often 
visited  Pennsylvania’s  capitol  as  a child.  His  memories  of 
what  is  arguably  one  of  the  most  majestic  of  all  state  capitol 
buildings  are  vivid  even  today,  down  to  the  smallest  of  detail. 

It  was  those  memories  that  came  rushing  back  to  him 
during  his  first  visit  to  the  Oaks  Cloister — the  Germantown 
home  of  Joseph  Miller  Huston,  architect  of  Pennsylvania’s 
capitol.  Huston’s  penchant  for  using  his  own  home  to  pilot 
designs  and  the  works  of  artists  that  eventually  would  be 
included  in  the  seat  of  Pennsylvania’s  government  created 
a historic  connection  between  the  two  structures.  “Walking 
into  this  house  and  seeing  the  exact  same  floor  that’s  in  the 
Rotunda  was  absolutely  amazing,”  Harris  says.  “I  just  felt  so 
at  home.  It  took  me  back  to  when  I was  a child.” 

Now  more  than  four  years  after  that  first  visit,  Harris 
and  partner  John  Casavecchia  have  brought  new  life  to  the 
historic,  20-room  Oaks  Cloister  that  they  now  call  home. 
Symbolically,  just  as  the  creation  of  the  two  magnificent  struc- 
tures paralleled  each  other,  their  restoration  also  has  shared 
similar  timing.  And,  in  the  year  that  Pennsylvania  celebrates 
the  centennial  of  its  capitol,  the  Oaks  Cloister  also  is  enjoying 
a renewed  vitality  in  the  reverent  hands  of  its  current  owners. 


The  plaster  fireplace  in  the  master  bedroom  is  in  the  Italian  Renaissance 
style,"  says  Harris.  "The  mantle  is  supported  by  caryatids  and  decorated  with 
swags  and  cornucopias. 


The  Creation  of  the  Oaks  Cloister 

According  to  Harris,  Huston  designed  and  built  the  main 
house  of  the  Oaks  Cloister  shortly  after  a grand  tour  of  Europe 
in  1898-1899.  It  was  on  the  third  floor  of  this  home  that 
Huston  “conceived,  drafted  and  submitted  the  architectural 
plans  that  would  win  the  competition  for  what  would  become 
the  new  Pennsylvania  capitol  in  Harrisburg.” 

After  being  awarded  the  capitol  commission,  Huston 
began  transforming  his  home  into  a suitable  “reflection  of 
his  growing  career  and  social  prominence,”  explains  Harris. 
Huston’s  work  at  home  often  paralleled  his  all-consuming 
professional  passion. 

“The  initial  comradeship  of  the  capitol  project  was  such 
that  Huston  developed  close  personal,  as  well  as  professional, 
relationships  with  several  artists  who  worked  on  the  capitol,” 
Harris  says.  “As  a result  of  diese  friendships,  these  artists  and 
artisans  in  one  way  or  another  left  their  mark  on  Oaks 
Cloister,  as  well  as  on  the  capitol.” 

In  addition  to  the  common  use  of  tile  created  by  Henry 
Chapman  Mercer,  Huston  also  incorporated  other  architectural 
bonds  linking  the  two  structures.  At  Oaks  Cloister,  Huston 
highlighted  the  stairway  leading  to  the  library  with  a stained 
glass  window  designed  by  William  Brantley  Van  Ingen,  the 
artist  who  painted  the  murals  in  the  capitol’s  South  Corridor 
and  who  created  stained  glass  windows  for  the  House  and 
Senate  chambers.  An  etching  of  a female  allegorical  figure 
representing  Architecture  that  was  created  by  capitol  muralist 
Edwin  Austin  Abbey  is  a bookplate  in  the  home.  From  George 
Grey  Barnard — the  sculptor  of  the  magnificently  crafted 
guardians  standing  watch  at  the  entrance  to  the  capitol — 
Huston  purchased  a sculpture  called  “Lady  in  the  Waves,” 
which  is  housed  a niche  in  the  library  lined  with  “amber  glass 
mosaics  laid  over  silver  leaf  in  a process  similar  to  that  used 
in  the  capitol  rotunda.”  And,  the  drawing  room  “exhibits  an 
ornamental  strap  work  motif,  which  bears  a striking  similarity 
to  that  in  the  Governor’s  private  office  in  the  capitol.” 

Harris  also  has  collected  a significant  number  of  the 
works  of  art  of  Violet  Oakley,  the  principal  muralist  of  the 
Pennsylvania  capitol  building. 

These  are  a few  of  the  similarities  that  the  buildings  share. 


Serendipity  Has  a Hand  in  the  Rebirth 

Now  at  four  years,  the  restoration  of  Oaks  Cloister  has  been  a 
labor  of  love  for  Harris. 

“When  I saw  the  house,  I fell  in  love  with  it.  But  it  was 
just  so  rundown,”  explains  Harris,  noting  that  this  is  the  third 
and  certainly  the  most  consuming  home  restoration  project  in 
which  he’s  been  involved.  “For  example,  restoration  work  on 
the  ballroom  ceiling  required  the  application  of  25,000  pieces 
of  gold  leaf.  The  plaster  was  black  from  years  of  neglect. 

“Initially,  I thought  that  there  would  be  no  way  that  this 
home  would  ever  come  back.  But,  there  have  been  a series  of 
fortunate  things  that  have  occurred  that  have  just  made  it 
happen,”  he  says. 

The  first  and  most  important  of  these  serendipitous 
events  was  finding  Ross  O’Neal,  the  master  guilder  and  deco- 
rative artist  who  has  led  the  restoration  work. 

Affectionately  calling  him  Oak  Cloister’s  “Eldon,”  refer- 
encing the  ever-present  handyman  from  the  sitcom  "Murphy 
Brown,”  Harris  says  that  O’Neal  came  out  of  retirement  to 
take  on  this  project.  “Ross  is  a second  generation  restorer, 
who  had  brought  new  life  to  homes  worldwide,  including 
palaces  in  Monaco  and  France.  Coincidentally,  he  also  did 
some  work  on  the  Pennsylvania  capitol  restoration  project,” 
says  Harris.  “Aware  of  Oaks  Cloister,  Ross  has  always  been 
intrigued  by  it.  When  he  saw  it,  he  immediately  was  caught 
up  in  the  magic  of  this  place  and  has  been  here  almost  daily 
for  the  past  three  years.” 

From  hand-carving  wooden  replacements  to  missing 
woodwork  to  repainting  and  gilding  almost  every  inch  of  the 
mansion,  O’Neal  has  restored  most  of  the  Oaks  Cloister’s  rich 
detail.  Yet  to  be  completed  are  a few  details  on  the  third  floor 
and  the  room  that  housed  Huston’s  art  collection.  Recognizing 
the  quality  of  the  work  on  this  project,  the  Preservation 
Alliance  of  Greater  Philadelphia  this  year  gave  Harris, 
Casavecchia  and  O’Neal  a Grand  Jury  Award  for  restoration 
for  the  effort  at  Oaks  Cloister. 

As  this  project  commenced,  some  fixtures  and  furnishings 
that  were  part  of  the  original  home,  but  that  were  sold  or  given 
away,  have  been  returned.  For  example,  andirons  that  left  Oaks 
Cloister  in  the  1920s  miraculously  returned.  “Joseph  Huston 
gave  his  daughter  a set  of  andirons  from  the  Oaks  Cloister  as 
a wedding  gift.  In  the  1950s,  she  sold  her  house — along  with 
the  andirons — to  a gentleman.  Three  days  before  moving  to 
Florida,  that  84-year-old  man  tracked  me  down  and  said  that 
if  I could  come  to  upstate  New  York  before  he  left  that  he 
would  give  me  back  the  andirons.  He  said  that  they  belonged 
in  this  house.”  Cast  bronze  from  France  in  the  late  1800s,  the 
andirons  are  enormous.  And,  despite  their  size  and  weight, 
Harris  retrieved  and  returned  them  to  their  rightful  home. 

A Renewed  Purpose  for  Oaks  Cloister 

Although  the  restoration  of  a piece  of  history  is  certainly 
a significant  public  trust  to  assume,  the  owners  of  the  Oaks 
Cloister  have  welcomed  this  responsibility  and  are  finding 
opportunities  to  serve  others  through  their  home. 

“I  strongly  believe  that,  if  you  are  successful,  you  should 
give  back,”  explains  Harris.  “Whether  it  be  to  your  church,  to 
your  family,  to  your  school  or  to  those  new  to  your  professional 
discipline,  it’s  really  your  personal  responsibility.” 

Giving  back  not  only  through  their  preservation  work, 
Harris  and  Casavecchia  also  are  using  this  beautiful  setting 
in  support  of  Pennsylvania  nonprofits.  Routinely,  they  host 
events  which  bring  together  important  causes  with  people  who 
have  the  financial  resources  to  support  them.  From  homeless 
shelters  to  religious  groups,  many  have  enjoyed  fundraising 
events  in  the  halls  of  the  Oaks  Cloister.  Pennsylvania  Gov. 
Edward  Rendell  and  Lt.  Gov.  Catherine  Baker  Knoll  also 
have  held  events  at  the  home. 

While  celebrating  Oaks 
Cloister’s  renewed  life,  these 
events  provide  an  opportunity 
for  a renewed  sense  of  pur- 
pose for  one  of  Pennsylvania’s 
historic  treasures.

Joseph  Miller  Huston: 
1866-1940

Bom  in  Philadelphia  in  1866,  Joseph  Miller  Huston  was 
die  son  of  an  Irish  immigrant  carpenter. 

At  the  age  of  13,  Huston  abandoned  his  public  school 
education  in  favor  of  an  apprenticeship  with  a local  sign 
painter.  In  1883,  he  entered  the  architectural  firm  of  Furness 
and  Evans,  where  he  remained  for  five  years  until  being 
accepted  into  Princeton  University.  Upon  graduation  from 
Princeton  in  1892,  Huston  returned  to  Furness  and  Evans 
where  he  was  involved  in  the  Board  Street  Station  project. 

In  1895,  he  established  his  own  architectural  practice 
and  spent  the  next  two  years  designing  the  Witherspoon 
Building  for  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication,  completing 
it  in  1897.  From  1898  until  1899,  Huston  interrupted  his  prac- 
tice to  embark  on  a grand  tour  of  Europe,  where  he  became 
enraptured  with  the  art  and  architecture,  and  especially  the 
spirit  of  the  Italian  Renaissance.  This  experience  was  crucial 
in  the  formulation  of  Huston’s  ideas  and  philosophies  regard- 
ing fine  art,  design  and  architecture 

The  capitol  commission  was  Huston’s  most  important 
architectural  commission.  At  the  October  4,  1906,  dedication, 
U.S.  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  called  it  “the  handsomest 
building"  he  ever  saw. 

When  the  building  and  furnishing  of  the  Pennsylvania 
capitol  was  in  its  final  stages,  die  whirlwind  of  controversy 
and  faulty  investigation  that  surrounded  the  costs  swept  up 
the  many  dedicated  and  talented  individuals  who  labored  long 
and  hard  to  complete  the  marvelous  edifice.  Foremost  among 
these  unjustly  accused  and  convicted  of  fraud  was  the 
architect,  Joseph  Huston.  This  talented  designer,  architect, 
dreamer  and  idealist  was  totally  undone  by  the  self-serving, 
politically  motivated  and  generally  negligent  proceeding 
conducted  in  Harrisburg  during  those  times.  In  his  detailed 
account  of  the  events,  Governor  Samuel  Pennypacker 
describes  the  proceeding  against  the  builders  as  “an  exhibi- 
tion of  egregious  folly,  sordidness  and  wickedness”  and 
“perverse  stupidity.” 

Huston’s  career  essentially  was  destroyed 
by  these  false  allegations. 

He  never  recovered  the 
shining  genius  that  was  his 
during  the  construction 
of  the  capitol. 

The  year  2006  will  mark 
the  rebirth  of  Joseph  Miller 
Huston’s  crowing  glory  when 
we  celebrate  the  centennial  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  capitol.

Ernest  Lefever  ’42 
A Love  of  Limericks ... 

Since  his  youth,  Ernest  Lefever  ’42  has  been  fascinated  with 
the  English  language,  reflecting  his  mother’s  interest  in  classic 
books  and  poems.  His  brother,  Herbert  ’40,  also  stimulated  his 
fondness  for  poetry.  As  a grade  schooler,  Ernest  ran  about  the 
house  reciting  Edward  Lear’s  limericks  and  writing  a few  of  his 
own.  Now,  eight  decades  later,  he  has  collected  a couple  hundred 
irresistible  classics  in  his  latest  book  “Liberating  the  Limerick.’’ 

In  the  book,  Lefever  has  freed  the  limerick  from  the  need  to 
be  naughty  or  obscene.  In  assembling  his  collection,  he  found 
that  well-written  verses  can  “reflect  facets  of  truth  and  virtue  wrapped  in  irony  and  carica- 
ture.’’ And  he  defines  a limerick  as  a quintessentially  English  literary  device  that  falls 
“somewhere  between  a bumper  sticker  and  a sonnet.’’  Best  read  aloud,  the  primary  purpose 
of  these  five-line  verses  "is  to  elicit  immediate  laughter  by  a deft  blend  of  alliteration,  incon- 
gruity and  wordplay.” 

Lefever  has  written  or  co-authored  some  20  books  on  ethics  and  public  issues  and  in 
1976  he  founded  the  Ethics  and  Public  Policy  Center  in  Washington,  D.C.  About  three 
years  ago,  his  elder  son  David — who  shares  Lefever’s  fascination  with  limericks — scoured 
the  Internet  and  bought  about  20  books  of  the  verses  for  his  father  for  Christmas.  “As  I 
started  reading  them,  1 decided  it  was  a good  idea  to  collect  solid,  thoughtful  limericks  for 
a possible  book,"  says  Lefever. 

After  reading  9,000  limericks,  Lefever  found  230  that  fell  into 
several  broad  categories,  including  the  battle  of  the  sexes,  religion  and 
philosophy,  history,  politics,  padres  and  preachers,  and  science  and 
technology.  The  collection  features  authors  like  Ogden  Nash;  William 
Temple;  Robert  Louis  Stevenson;  Lefever’s  favorite  of  year’s  past, 
Edward  Lear;  Lefever  himself;  and  some  odd  guy  named  anon.  The 
book  has  been  called  "startlingly  wholesome  and  full  of  fun”  by  Ben 
Stein  and  “delicious  and  deucedly  clever"  by  Christopher  Buckley.

Tina  Hiestand  ’86 — president,  majority  owner  and  managing  partner 
of  H2 — recently  was  named  one  of  Pennsylvania’s  Best  50  Women 
in  Business  by  Pa.
